FROM FINAL BLOW 


Qutgoing President’s Friends 
in Senate Thwart Attempt. 
of Bitter Critics to 
Give Rebuff. 


VEILED ATTACK MADE. 


[BY A STAY CORRESPONDENT] 
Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Special.]— 
During the last few hours of the Roosevelt 
administration the United States senate 
quarreled bitterly about its open grave. 

Led by Senator Bailey and Rayner, a de- 
termined attempt was made to force through 
the senate a thinly veiled and personal re- 
buke to President Roosevelt. 

Senators Doilliver and Beveridge rose to the 
defense of the retiring president, tore away 

constitutional questions which had been 

u to conceal the animosity behind the at- 
tacks, and declared that the great leve- 
ments of the dying administration put it be- 
yond the reach of “** petulant and venemous 
criticism,”’ ; 

For more than two hours the debate grew 
more bitter and personal. The galleries were 
packed. Every word in praise of Roosevelt 
drew forth applause; silence. greeted the 
words of the enemy. 

All the while retorts between the senators 
engaged put a severe strain on even the 
forms of senatorial courtesy. Meanwhile 
burried messages had been sent to such of 
the president's friends as were absent from 
the chamber. Senator Knox, Senator Lodge, 
and others came hurrying in, 


Hopkins Squelched by Rayner. 

Senator Hopkins attempted to speak in de- 
tense of the administration, but was met by 
Senator Rayner with the statement that it 
was useless to listen to a statement by a sen- 
ator who could not possibly know anything 
about the great questions involved.“ ites © 

Senator Beveridge declared that Washing- 
ton and Jackson and Lincoln, ke Roose- 
velt, had been venomously attacked, and 
that while the fame of these great presidents 
grew even greater the names of their de- 
famers had vanished into oblivion. He pre- 
dicted. that so with Roosevelt, those who 
now snarled at him would be forgotten 
while his great achievements remaine@' a 
part of history. 

‘If those who vilified Washington and Lin- 
coln,” retorted Senator Bailey, in a tone of 
icy courtesy, have been forgotten, it isalso 
true that some of the gentlemen who deliy- 
ered fulsome eulogies of these presidents | 
have been buried in oblivion.” 

In the course of the debate Senator Dol- 
liver referred to the calm, dispassionate 
temper of the senator from Maryland.“ Sen- 
ator Rayner was on his feet instantly and 
angrily declared that he “laid no claim to 
possessing a calm temper.” 

Might Have a Sense of Humor. 

„At least,” Senator Dolliver answered, 
„1 thought the distinguished senator might 
have a sense of humor.” 

Several times Senator Rayner, holding up 
a sheaf of papers, asked what should be done 
about “this report which shows that the

who introduced a resolution declaring the

has made in the last months of his adminis- 
tration, researches which throw useful light 
on large and pressing questions which the 
next generation of Americans will regard as 
the most important within the jurisdiction of 
Officers of the government. 


Petulant Criticism Near End. 

“ We are here vindicating our right to ask 

information from cxecutive departments, 
and for two weeks both houses of congress 
have been filled with the suggestion that the 
president of the United States has no right 
to advise himself upon the constitutional 
duties which are put upon him under our in- 
stitutions im his relation to the congress of 
the United States. I am glad that the at- 
mosphere of petulant criticism is nearly at 
an end in this congress. 
Several times while Senator Dolliver was 
sveaking the packed galleries broke out in 
applause. When he concluded Senator Bai- 
ley demanded. that a vote be taken on his 
resolution. 

At this point Senator Bailey made his 
sarcastic retort to Senator Beveridge about

| He said he fully agreed with the principles 


sét forth in the Bailey resolution, but that 
the question was so involved and delicate 
that be thought the senate should be given 
more time to study it.

Warren Promises Full Duty. 

Senator Bailey, with an exaggerated bow 
to the speaker, declared that he had no doubt 
that the word of the senator from Rhode 
Island was quite sufficient, but he really 
would like to hear from the chairman of the 
judiciary committee himself. Senator War- 
ren said this committee would do its whole 
duty. 

Senator Aldrich’s motion to recommit the 
resolution to the judiciary committee wae 
carried by a vote of fifty-two to twenty-five.

TAFT EU LO SIZ ES 
ROOSEVELT AS MAN 


Pays Tribute to Virtues, Offi- 
cial and Social, of His 
“Predecessor” in the 
White House. 


| FREEND OF PLAIN PEOPLE 


New York, March 8.—In its issue of March 
® Collier's Weekly will publish the following 
article by President Elect Taft under the 
caption *‘ My Predecessor "’: 

Mr. Roosevelt and I came to know each 
other when he was chairman of the civil 
service commission and I was solicitor gen- 
eral in 1800 to 1892 in Washington. We were 
both subordinates in the Harrison adminis- 
tration. We lived in the same part of Wash- 
ington, he on Nineteenth street near the Brit- 
ish embassy and I on Dupont circle. Our 
wives knew each other well and some of our 
children were born about the same time. 

We found, after discussion, that we 
agreed in quite a marked way in our views 
of proper political ideals and proper polit- 
ical methods. We were as emphatic in the 
judgment that the political reformer who 
was not willing to accept conditions ag they 
were as the basis for his action, and to work 
for the better things that were practical, 
without achieving all that he would like to 
achieve, was rather a hindrance than a help 
to progress and merely assisted the perma- 
nent control of the boss and the machine. 
This, I think, had been the moving principle 
of Mr. Roosevelt's career. He has believed 
in practical progress and not in ideals which 
make for no real advancement. 


In Touch When Crisis Arose. 

“ After these two years, I went upon the 
bench and left Washington, and only oc- 
casionally met him, though from time to time 
as changes came in his career, we carried o 
a correspondence, and as crises would arise 
he would not infrequently write me to secure 
my judgment on particular situations. 

No one associates with Mr. Roosevelt 
closely without having the strongest possi- 
de affection for him. His mind, his disposi- 
tion, and his temperament are all of that 
class that would rather make him agree than 
disagree with the people with whom he comes 
in contact. But this is not to say that he 
does not enjoy a controversy and a fight ac- 
cording to the rules of the game, for he does. 
He believes as strongly as possible in team 
work, and I never served under any man, or 
hope to serve under another man, so intensely 
loyal to the cause which we were both seek- 
ing to uphold, and so generous in his ac. 
ceptance, of the full responsibility for his 
subordinates in the work as Theodore Roose- 
velt. 

“I never served under another who was as 
generous in his praise of those who worked 
with him, and who was as willing to accord 
more than their deserts to the men who were 
shoulder to shoulder with him in the fight. 
That characteristic of his has been calculated 
to tie men to him with bonds of steel. 


Impulsive, but Born for. Action. 

“ The general theory that Mr. Roosevelt is 
of an exceedingly impulsive nature is, per- 
haps, justified to the extent of saying that he 
has a marvelous quickness for apprehending 
a question and reaching the nub of it, and 
almost an overwhelming desire to decide and 


| the same. 


timacy. It has never been ruffied in the 
slightest degree, and I do not think that we 
have ever misunderstood each other. Mr. 
Roosevelt's tastes and mine have not been 
In the matter of athletics, he 
takes to those games more violent than I 
am suited to and more violent than I like. 


He has the strongest literary sense and a 


power of application in reading current Ut- 
erature that to me is marvelous. He loves 
the woods; he loves hunting; he loves life 
akin to that of the pioneer; he loves roughing 
it, and 1 don’t. 

„Mr. Roosevelt never had the education 
and practice of a lawyer. His intense desire 
to reach practical results for good has made 
him at times impatient of the restraint of 
legal methods, whije I have been trained as 
a lawyer and a j and am as strongly 
imbued with the necessity for legal methods 
as eleven years on the bench are likely to 
make one; and yet, in spite of this difference 
of method and difference of temperament, it . 
is quite remarkable to me, and we have fre- 
quently commented on it to each other, that 
we have been in agreement in our views as 
to the results that ought to be obtained in 
the matter of government and political 
progress, even to details, much more than 
other men who have come into association 
with both of us. 


Roosevelt Plain People’s Friend. 

„Mr. Roosevelt's courage in the expression 
of his convictions I need not dwell upon. His 
real, and what one might almost describe as 
affectionate, interest in the welfare of the 
poor man, of the man who has great obsta- 
cles to meet and who has the odds against 
him in life's struggle, and the sincerity of his 
desire to help that class of men, no one who 
ever had to do with him could doubt; and his 
insistence has always been that the difficulty 
between the so-called classes in the country 
and the failure of educated lawyers and po- 
litical economists and others to bring about 
proper relations between the well to do anc 
those who are dependent upon wages for 
their living arises from an absence of a prop- 
er point of view on the part of those who are 
leading comfortable lives. 

“The confidence that the common plain 
people, including the wage earners, have had 
in Theodore Roosevelt as their representa- 
tive and defender has been most perfectly 


placed, for there never was a champion more 
sincere in support of their real interests, and 
yet there never was a friend franker in his 
statements to them of the unpleasant truths 
that occasionally they ought to be told. 


Ranks with Washington and Lincoln. 

Mr. Roosevelt understands the plain peo- 
ple about as well as Lincoln did, shares their 
feelings, and gives accurate expression to 
them. Hence his marvelous hold upon the 
great body of the people, which has continued 
to exist in undiminished strength in spite of 
the criticism heard of him and his methods 
in quarters more conspicuous than really 
significant. ˖ 

When the friction of the last few months 
shall be forgotten, when the mists of momen- 
tary irritation shall haye disappeared, the 
greatness of Theodore Roosevelt as presi- 
dent and leader of men in one of the great 
moral movements of the country’s history 
will become clear to everyone, and he will 
take his place in history with Washington 
and Lincoln.”

tomorrow, with the wet and slippery streets 
which are in prospect, the danger is greater 
than usual. 

Among the states, Ohio, with a Demo- 
cratic governor, Judson Harmon, at the 
head, will turn out in the greatest strength 
to do fit honor to its famous son. Behind 
him will come a troop of state cavalry and 
three regiments of infantry, marching to 
the music of as many bands. 

Gov. Deneen will come near the end of 
the gubernatorial column, with no military 


escort save that furnished by his corps of 


devoted and warlike colonels. 

The governor of Indiana, being a Demo- 
erat, staid at home, but the state’s place 
in the line will be filled by a single company 
of militia. Gov. Hadley of Missouri, who 
is attracting much attention in Washington 
because of his youth and his hardihood in 
being elected governor in the Democratic 
stronghold, also rides unescorted save by his 
official family. 

Behind the great men will tramp hundreds 
of schoolboy soldiers, who are students at 
the military academies in the various parts 


of the country, and midway of their column 
the Philippine constabulary band will blare 


its loudest in honor of the man who be- 
gan his executive career as the governor 
of their faraway islands. 


Civilians Will Come Last. 

In the rear of the brass buttons, but by no

There will be a promenade concert during 
the early evening and, later, after the pres- 
idential party has made its formal entrance, 
dance music will be played for the benéfit 
of the few who can find space on the crowded

And, sometime before midnight, at about 
the hour when the boys at Oyster Bay are 
lighting their bonfires in honor of the home 
coming of his predecessor, President Taft 
will drive quietly back to the north entrance 
to the White house.

Washington, D. C., March 3.—[{Special. }— 
At an interesting and important meeting of 
the Ananias club, held tonight im the east 
shadow of the Washington monument, it was 
decided by that interesting and important 
society that it would continue its existence 
as a body politic in spite of the event— 
lamentable from its point of view—which the 
constitution of this free and independent 
people schedules for tomorrow. 

Gov. Charles N. Haskell of Oklahoma. 
chairman of the organization, considers it 
a noble testimony to his delicacy of imagine- 
tion and to his keen sense of the fitness of 
things, both eternal and to have 
selected the east shadow of Mr. Washing- 
ton’s memorial as the place of assemblage. 
If it had been possible to have located the 
original cherry tree celebrated in Washing- 
ton legend, Mr. Haskell would have called the 
meeting for the shadow of that arboreal 
celebrity. 

As a substitute for the original symbol of 
veracity, Mr. Haskell chose the Washington 
monument, and is willing to receive compli- 
ments and encomiums. 

Probably because of the peculiar sig- 
nificance which tomorrow's events have for 
the organization which President Roosevelt 
established the full membership was pres- 
ent at tonight’s meeting. It was made ap- 
perent early in the proceedings that, although 
a few celebrated “joiners” of the celebrated 
society came to bury Mr. Roosevelt and not 
to mourn him, a majority came to grieve. 


Once a Liar, Always a Liar? 

By the action which the majority forced on 
the few reluctant members the society is 
pledged to continue its efforte and activities. 
Beeause of this action, Wiliam M. Laffan, 
ene of the most celebrated joiners, hes given 
his resignation to Secretary Pulitzer, and the 
constitutional question has been raised 
whether a member, once elected by Mr. 
Roosevelt, has the privilege or authority t 
withdraw. 

This question will be given to the highest 
judicial court in the land for determination, 
and until such a decision has been had other 
members will continue to give Mr. Laffan the 
Ananias salute on all important official or 
social occasions. * 

Mr. Roosevelt will be recognized as the 
dispenser emeritus of the honor of Ananias 
degrees, which are classified as being those 
of “Ananias common,” Ananas preferred,” 
“Ananias political,” “Anenias zodlogical,” 
“Ananias biological,” “Ananias historical,” 
and Ananas judicial.“ 

Any distribution of honors which may be 
made by other authorities than Mr. Roosevelt 
will not be recognized by the society ae valid 
until indorsed by him. 


African Local Given Charter. 
By a resolution introduced by Mr. Pulitzer 
the African local of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Society of Ananiases was given 3 
charter. The color line will not be drawn, 
and any degrees which Mr. Reosevelt feels 
inclined to bestow while abroad will be recog- 
nized. Mr. Haskell was chosen president 
of the society for the ensuing term. Mr. 
Pulitzer will serve as secretary and Con- 
gressman Henry L. Rainey of Illinois as 
sergeant at arms. 
The decision to continue the organization 
was not reached until the conclusion of pro- 
longed and heated argument, Mr. Leffan 
being particularly aggressive in inéisting 
that, with the retirement of Mr. Roosevelt, 
the society should dissolve. 
At the outset of the proceedings he under- 
took to bring the meeting to a speedy ad- 
journment by a motion to dissolve, but con- 
sented to withdraw it until five minute 
epeeches in appreciation of the retiring presi- 
dent had been made by ex-Senator William 
E. Chandler, Judge J Otis Humphrey, Judge 
Peter 8. Grosscup, Alton B. Parker, and E. 
H. Harriman. 
When this touching ceremony had been 
concluded the question of permanency or dis- 
solution again was taken up. 

Laffan Asks a Dissolution. 

Mr. Laffan arose to say he felt impelled to 
renew his insistence that his motion for the 
dissolution of the order be put by the chair. 
Mr. Laffan said it was with the greatest re- 
gret he found it impossible to keep the argu- 
ment free from personalities of a character 
which should have no place in the discussions 
of gentlemen, but in spite of this profound 
regret he saw no possibility of avoiding the 
repetition of his statement that no gentle- 
man's club could tolerate in its membership, 
much less acknowledge as its founder, a per- 
son whose utterances indicated his compete 
lack of acquaintance with any known verity. 

The inconcinnity of an affiliation of gentle- 
men and this person, Mr. Laffan said, was 
so apparent as to make if unnecessary for 
him to attempt to make any addition to the 
incunabula of veracities in further discus- 
sion of the subject. 

Mr. Laffan sald he spoke with great feeling, 
but with much self-repression, and that he 
wished it understood merely that in case his 
motion to dissolve the association were not 
carried his resignation would be handed to 
the secretary at once. 

Senator Tillman, securing recognition as 
Mr. Laffan took his seat, said he did not wish 
to appear disingenuous again, and expressed 
his hope that no member would suspect him 
of any attempt at evasion, but that he con- 
sidered it his right to inquire whether any 
gentleman had any letters concealed about 


him. 
Tillman Dislikes Written Words. 

Mr. Tillman said that there were some 
things which must be regarded as not in good 
form in any organization of sensitive and 
susceptible persons, and that of such the 
most obnoxious was the production of corre- 
spondence indicatiye of a variance between 
a gentleman's written and his spoken word.

Although all of the callers were there by 
appointment made in advance, the crowd 
soon filled the public lobby of the executive 
offices, and the president found he had a re- 
ception of prodigious proportions on his 
hands. One by one the most distinguished 
callers and the close personal friends of the 
president were admitted for brief periods to 
the inner office, but finally the preas became 
BO great that Mr. Roosevelt ordered the doors 
thrown open and the entire throng admitted. 

The president took his stand within the 
inner doorway and shook hands with hig call- 
ere as they filed past, saying something 
pleasing and sometimes quite personal to the 
well wishers bidding him farewell. As soon 
as the lobby was emptied in this fashion he 
would return to his official business and pri- 
vate interviews until the crowd once more 
mounted to such proportions that another 
general handshaking was in order. In this 
way the lobby filled and was emptied of call- 
ers half a dozen times before noon. Hundreds 
of persons said their farewells to the presi- 
dent in this way.

Committee Also Refuses to Grant 
$25,000 Travel Expense. 


KNOX DENIED FOURTH AID. 


State Department.

Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Special.]— 
The salary of President Taft and his suc- 
cessors in office is to be $75,000. The con- 
ferees on the legislative, executive, and ju- 
dicial appropriation bill, after many days of 
deadlock, came to an agreement today, the 
house winning om all its points of contention. 

The $100,000 salary for the president which 
it was hoped might be procured at this 
session of congress, had to go by the board. 
The house held out for no raise at all, and the 
compromise was $75,000, which was, as a 
matter of fact, no compromise at all in view of 
what has happened to the president's trav- 
eling expense account in the sundry civil 
bill. That measure was adopted late to- 
night with the $25,000 annual allowance for 
traveling expenses for the chief executive 
stricken out. 

Therefore, the increase of the president’s 
salary from $50,000 to $75,000 has merely the 
effect of adding the traveling allowance to 
his old salary and leaving him to settle for 
what excursions he takes about the country 
out of his own pocket. 

Clark Threatens a Filibuster. 

The house Democrats declared war on the 
traveling expense item early in the. day. 
Leader Clark, having learned of the action 
ot the conferees on the legislative bil in ac- 
cepting the offer of the senate to give the 
president's salary a $26,000 raise, declared that 
the customary traveling expense item of $25,- 
000 in the sundry civil bill should be dropped 
or he would inaugurate a filibuster which 
would wréck the whole measure. Mr. Clark 
had plenty of backing from his Democratic 
colleagues and from some Republicans. Cer- 
tain ‘Republicans, who had declared against 
an merease of the presidential salary and 
emoluments, upon finding the Democrats so 
determined to carry the day, flopped over 
and supported the traveling allowance.

Mr. Taft holds the same position regard- 
ing questions of governmental policy and 
administration today that he held when an 
influential member of Mr. Roosevelt's cabi- 
net. In his speech of acceptance of the Re- 
publican presidential nomination he defined 
his attitude clearly, declaring with emphasis 
for what had been called the Roosevelt 
policies.” All that he has said or done since 
then has been in harmony with that deciara- 


tion. 
Will Extend Roosevelt Ideas. 

But while he declared his adhesion to tho 
Roosevelt policies, he gave hint of what his 
own policy would be by saying: “ The chief 
function of the next administration, in my 
judgment, must be distinct from and a pro- 
gressive development of that which has been 
performed by President Roosevelt.” 

Further defining that chief function, he

Hardest Contest Is Looked For Upon 
Sunday Closing Measure. 


The first of the ten bills 
will go to Springfield next week for simulta- 
neous introduction in the senate and house, 
and the real fight for Chicago legislation will 
be on. 

Bill No. 1, providing for the censolidation 
of all of the taxing bodies within the city 
boundaries, with the exception of the sani- 
tary district of Chicago, was completed yes- 
terday afternoon by the committee of the 
charter convention charged with the task of 
drafting the ten measures which have been 
ordered by the convention. 

Present at the meeting in which the fret 
draft of the bill was made were Chairman 
Milton J. Foreman of the charter convention. 
Representative James M. Kittleman, chair- 
man of the subcommittee; Prof. Ernst 
Freund, Walter L. Fisher, Frank L. Shepard, 
B. L. Sunny, and Lessing Rosenthal. 


Text Is Withheld. 

The text of the consolidation bill was not 
given out following an all afternoon session 
of the committee. Prof. Freund, who drafted 
a large portion of the defeated charter in the 
form in which it was submitted to the legis- 
lature two years ago, had prepared the orig- 
inal draft which was offered to the Kittleman 
subcommittee yesterday afternoon, embody- 
ing practically the features of the consolida- 
tion sections of the defeated charter and an 
enacting clause. Walter L. Fisher wants to 
thrash over the entire matter, but in this a 
majority of the drafting committee did not 


agree. : 

Frank L. Shepard offered a comprehensive 
measure placing a maximum of 4 per cent 
upon full valuation as a limit to taxation 
rate for city purposes, after providing fer the 
consolidation of all of the park systems, the 
library board, and the school board with the 
city goyernment direct. 

Upon this theory, it is understood, the ft 
of the consolidation bill was worked out, and 
it is probable that the completed bill will be 
ready for public inspection this afternoon. 


Will Hasten Measures. 

The drafting committee did not get any fur- 
ther than the consolidation question yes- 
‘terday. It is proposed to introduce the char- 
ter measures in the general assembly just as 
rapidly ag they may be prepared. 

Uniess there is a vigorous battle made over 
the provisions of bill No. 2, covering the au- 
thority of the city officials and of the city 
council, and which will cover the Sunday 
closing’ question, it is possible that the ten 
bills will be ready for delivery at Springfield 
in time to go to the state capital when busi- 
ness begins March 10. 

There is a hard fight ahead of the consoli- 
dation bill and the organization bill. The 
park commissions, especially the South park 
people, are ready for action, it is understood. 
while on the organization bill the Sunday 
closing friends and foes have been waiting for 
many: moons to get at the throats of one an- 


er. 
As it is understood by members of the char- 
ter convention, each of the ten charter bills 
will bear a referendum clause, making it 
necessary for the city to vote upon each of 
the measures separately, with an affirmative 
majority required before the enabling legis- 
lation becomes effective.

‘Edgar J. Summerhays, who several years

The arrest followed several letters of com- 
plaint from different cities and an investi- 
gation juto Summerhays’ methods. 

Summerhays, it is alleged by the postoffice 
inspectors, poses as an insurance broker 
who is able to secure cut rates on fire insur- 
ance from a number of reputable companies: 

When an agreement is reached with a cus- 
tomer either Summerhays or his agent turns 
the policy over to the insurance company 
which is agreed upon and the policy is writ- 


ten. 


Then Summerhays, as broker, collects the 
rate agreed on with his customer, it is al- 
leged, and puts the money in his own pocket. 
When the premium on the policy is not paid 
the insurance company cancels the policy 
and the property owner is left in the lurch.

MRS. COLBURN REPORTED ILL 
IN DIPHTHERIA BOUND HOME. 


Contradicts Health Officials and Wor 
ries Only Over Condition of Six New 
$1,000 Kittens. 


Police Capt. J. O. D. Storen and Joel Baker. 
a lawyer, had a stormy encounter yesterday 
just before the adjournment of the inquest 
into the death of Mrs. V. C. Boak Fenner. 
The woman committed suicide following her 
arrest upon a charge of attempting to extort 
money from the Rev. Perley W. Powers of 
the Olivet Methodist Episcopal church. 

For a time it appeared that the police offi- 
cial and attorney would come to blows. They 
hurled charges at each other concerning the 
treatment Mrs. Fenner received while in jail 
and during her trial. 

The inquest was adjourned until March 9, 
and Capt. Storen received permission from 
the coroner to subpcena several witnesses to 
aid him in combating the charges of cruelty. 
The encounter between the captain and law- 
yer was not the only sensation at the inquest. 


Woman Accused Four Men. 

The testimony developed the fact that 
through letters, statements, and talks with 
her lawyer, physician, and frier Mrs. Fen- 
ner had indicated that four men rough their 
actions had driven her to suicide. 

Statements of the woman accused the Rev. 
Mri *Powers of unjustly causing her arrest 
when she asked for money she had given him. 
Thomas Candy, a professional bondsman, 
was said by her to have persecuted her with 
his attentions. Capt. Storen, according to 
her stories, frightened her while she was in a 
cell and kept her without sleep. A reporter 
was accused by her in her last letter of hav- 
ing written a fake interview making her 
say that she loved Mr. Powers and this, she 
said, was the last trouble that made life un- 
bearable. 

The police captain and Mr. Candy attended 
the inquest. The reporter was called as a 
witness, but was not present, although the 
coroner said he had promised to be there. 
The Rev. Mr. Powers is believed to be in 
Arizona still. 

Mrs. Adele L. Konitzer, with whom Mrs. 
Fenner lived in Division street, was the first 
witness. 

Charges Backbiting by Candy. 

The day before Mrs. Fenner was arrested 
the witness said that Candy had come to the 
house and told her that Mrs. Fenner was not 
a fit person to have in the house and that 
there were papers out against her. He left 
his telephone address and wished Mrs. Fen- 

ner to call him. As soon as Mrs. Fenner saw 
the number she exclaimed: * Why, that’s 
Candy. That man would keep me in jail. I 
will have nothing to do with him.“ 

The witness said she had known Mrs. Fen- 
ner and believed her to be a good woman. 
She had heard Mrs. Fenner talk of the Rev. 
Mr. Powers and Mrs. Fenner had said she 
liked him because he belonged to the same 
lodge as her father and her father had al- 
ways told her to trust any man that wore 
the sign of that lodge. 

Mrs. Konitzer visited Mrs. Fenner at the 
hospital before her death. The witness iden- 
tified two letters, one as being in Mrs. Fen- 
ner’s handwriting and one signed “ Perley 
W. Powers, as having been seen in Mrs. 
Fenner’s possession. She stated that she 
had seen another letter that the reporter had 
taken. 

Says Reporter Broke Faith. 

One of the letters written by Mrs. Fenner 
to her husband, just before her death, was in 
part as follows: 

“My church letter and my church pro- 
grams the reporter took. He said when he 
got them he would print the truth, and how 
Candy and the police outfit had caused all 
this trouble. But in place of that, he kept 
all the crooks out of this and went in with 
them to ruin the church and me. 5

Since it has become definitely known that 
the finance committee has performed a seri- 
ous surgical operation on the budget, cutting 
therefrom all of the fatty tissues,’ the 
heads of departments have become inspired 
with economical ideas.

fathered by President Elton Lower. He not 
only proposes to make good the $5,000 which 
the finance committee cut from his appro- 
priation but expects to bring even a larger 
sum into the city treasury.

FACTS DISPROVE CHARGE. 


Evidence Shows There Was No 
Conspiracy Among Dealers to 
Inerease Price. ~ 


The so-called milk trust cases before 
Judge McSurely probably will be thrown ouf 
of court today. . 

Following testimony in. which it appeared 
that the smaller milk dealers had simply 
followed the lead of the Borden Condensed 
Milk company in ory the price to milk 
producers and had not with the 
Borden people to decide upon the price, the 
defense let it be known that this morning 
a motion would be made asking that the 
jury be Instructed to return a verdict of 
“not guilty.” It is expected this motion 
will be granted. 

Late in the day Assistant State's Attorney 
Northup ndlle prossed the case of Charles 
A. Knight, manager for the Borden com- 
pany. Mr. Knight then was placed on the 
witness stand, starting the rumor that he 
was about to turn state's evidence, but his 
testimony only went to fortify the growing 
belief that the situation was commercial 
rather than criminal. 

Mr. Knight said he had been employed 
as manager for the Borden company since 
1892 and had general oversight over the 
. in Chicago and the surrounding 
territory, where milk is produced and bought. 
He said the company has seventeen plants, 
but had fifteen in November, 1907. 

He stated that in late August or early 
September, 1907, he received reports from 
his superintendents on the proper price to 
offer farmers and transmitted them to the 
home office in New York. 


Admits Holding Conference. 

“Didn't you make a trip to New York 
with Mr. Eno of Elgin and your superin- 
tendent at Algonquin to confer with Mr. Rog- 
ers? asked the state's attorney. 

Mr. Knight admitted he did so. 

Was not fhe price to farniers fixed 10 or 
15 cents higher than the average recom- 
mendations of superintendents? ” 

“It was somewhat in excess of the aver- 
age price set by the superintendents, but 
only 6 or 7 cents above,” said the witness. 

Mr. Knight identified a letter written to 
him from New York by J. Y. Cochran of 
the head office of the Borden company, under 
date of Nov. 7, 1907, in which the price was 
discussed, but in which no reference was 
made to other companies. The New York 
office suggested the printing of notices of a 
raise in price to consumers to take effect 
Dec. 1, 1907. This was done about the mid- 
dle of November, 1907, the witness said. 

He denied emphatically that other milk 
concerns were consulted. Inferentially, his 
testimony went to show that the other com- 
panies learned of the cards, which were 
distributed to customers by the Borden driv- 
ers, and also announced a raise in price 

Andrew Sells of P. A. Newten & Bros., 
milk dealers, gave typical testimony. 


Price Conspiracy Denied. 

“On Nov. 18, 1907, we raised our price 
about two hours after we heard that the 
Berden people were going to raise the price, 
he said. A friend*of mine called me up 
and told me about it and we immediately 
made arrangements to notify our customers 
that we also would raise the price from 7 
to 8 cents a quart.” 

W. 8. Forrest of counsel for the defend- 
ants, asked the witness whether he had con- 
spired with any of the defendants to raise 
the price of milk. 

No, sir.“ replied Mr. Sells. 

F. J. Allen, dairy freight agent of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad, testified 
cencerning transportation and the points 
from which milk is received. 

C. H. Delano, advertising manager of the 
Buda Manufacturing and Foundry company, 
testified to receiving notices of the increase 
in the price of milk from the Borden and 
Wanzer companies on the same day. 

Assistant State’s Atterney Northup then 
read the transcript of the examination of 
William B. Wanzer before the grand jury. 
Mr. Wanzer's statements were similar to 
those of Mr. Sells; that the Wenzer com- 
pany had been informed that the Borden 
company had raised the price and that he 
did likewise. Mr. Wanzer also told of the 
raising of the price paid to farmers. He said 
he agreed to pay the same price to retain his 
producers.

SLAP AT BINGHAM 
IN JEROME LETTER 


Aceuses Him of Dodging Is- 
sue in Prosecutor’s Charges 
Against Inspector. 


BIG ROW MAY BE RESULT. 


Reference to District Attorney’s 


Highball and Oigaret Ca- 
pacity Stirs Things. 


New York, March 8.—[Special.}]—District 
Attorney Jerome made public today the cor- 
respondence between himself and Commis- 
sioner Bingham which has grown out of 
Jerome’s verbal charges that Inspector Mc- 
Cafferty, in charge of the detective bureau, 
had made remarks about the district attor- 
ney which/were prejudicial to proper o- 
operation between the police and the district 
attorney's office. 

Jerome made the accusation against Mc- 
Cafferty last Saturday. In his last letter to 
Bingham he charges him with mendacity 
which the commigsioner is likely to resent in 
no uncertain manner. 

McCafferty’s offense, at least the one 


* which evidently stirred Jerome the most, 


was his reference to Jerome's remarkable 
absorptive properties in the matter of high- 


balls and cocktail and his power of con- 
, Suming cigarets. 


Jerome also criticised McCafferty for say- 
ing before the legislative committee at Al- 
bany that Hall Kelly, a motorman on the 
Ninth avenue L.“ who was sent to Sing 
Sing for causing a collision in which lives 


were lost, was, in his belief, innocent. 


What Jerome Told Bingham. 

After Jerome's visit on Saturday Commis 
sloner Bingham made an investigation and 
wrote Jerome detailing the circumstances of 
Jerome's visit to him and repeating what 
Jerome had said: 

That information had come to you from 
thoroughly reliable sources that upon two 
occasions within a few days Inspector 
McCafferty had made personal remarks 
about yourself to detectives assembled at 
police headquarters, as is the custom every 
morning; that you were informed that among 
other things said the following particular 
words had been used by Inspector McCafferty 
in speaking of you—-namely: That you were 
a cigaret smoking, high ball drinking, cock- 
tail eating person.’ “ A 

Commissioner Bingham then informs Je- 
rome that he had Inspector McCafferty be- 
fore him and told him of the charges and 
incloses a stenographic account of the inter- 
view. In that interview McCafferty said: 

“On Thursday, Feb. 25, 19098, my attention 
was called to an interview printed in the 
evening papers in which District Attorney 
William Travers Jerome had referred to me 
as a ‘man of such limited intelligence that 
I had better leave things alone that I did not 
know anything about. 
statement I had made before the committee 
of the sonate at Albany. 


Highball Emporium Worked Overtime 
This interview with the district attorney 
was the subject of discussion among my sub- 
ordinates, so much so that I had taken some 
notice of the same to maintain discipline in 
the detective bureau. Therefore after roll 
call on Friday morning, in, the presence of 
my subordinates, I referred to the matter 
which I knew was in the minds of all of them. 
What I said was privately between the 
men of the bureau and myself. There were 
no outsiders present. Without mentioning 
any names, I spoke substantially as follows: 
1 have been alluded to in the public press 
by the district attorney as a man of limited 
intelligence, but what puzsies me is that a 
man of such well known lack of intelligence 
as the district attorney himself can discover 
lack of intelligence in another. My intel 
gence has taught me to leave cigarets and 
highballs alone and that the highall em- 
porium must have worked overtime.’ ”’ 
McCafferty also told his men that from 
certain experiences his mén had had it was 
evident no one but coat tali dusters could 
get along with the district attorney’s office. 


Jerome’s Answer a Sharp One. 

Commissioner Bingham made no comment 
whatever in transmitting this correspchd- 
ence to Jerome, but Jerome in replying said: 

„I acknowledge veceipt of your commu- 
nication of March 2, 1909, inclosing what 
purports to be a stenographic transcript of 
an extempore interview between yourself 
and Inspector McCafferty. Your letter, while 
full of detail, so studiously omits a state- 
ment of the real complaint made to you 
that its willful mendacity would entitle it to 
be disregarded were the communication one 
made in your personal character and not 
as commissioner of police. Since my com- 
munication with you is not in a personal ca- 
pacity, but as between the district attorney of 
New York county and the commissioner of 
police, I do not feel at liberty to disregard 
your letter, and again will state what was 
the complaint made orally to you on Feb. 27, 
1909. 

Tou were told that Inspector McCafferty 
had publicly stated that in the case of the 
people vs. Paul Kelly, an innocent man had 
been convicted and that thereafter McCaffer- 
ty had been examined before the grand jury 
to ascertain if he had any facts upon which to 
base such a statement, and that upon such 
examination he had admitted he had no 
facts upon which to base such a statement.” 

Jerome then goes on to complain again of 
remarks McCarfferty made to the detective 
force and says McCafferty’s statement bears 
out his charge.

ACTION BROUGHT BY WIFE. 


Verdict Is Regarded by Paymaster’s 
Frienes as a Vindication.

Washington, D. C., March 8.—{Special.}— 
President Roosevelt, as one of the last acts 
of his administration today, approved the 
findings of tlie retiring board which met ip 
Chicago recentiy and recommended that Col. 
William F. Tucker, U. 8. A., formerly chief 
paymaster of the Department of the Lakes, 
be placed on the retired list for physical dis- 
ability, incident to the service, with pay as 
is accorded an officer of his rank in such 
cases. 


Verdict Regarded as Vindication. 

The approved verdict is taken as giving 
vindication to the assertions Col. Tucker 
and his friends that he had acquired disabill- 
ties incident to honorable service in the 


‘army which call for his retirement under the 


usual regulations of officers no longer capable 
of performing their duties. 

Col. Tucker has been a patient for several 
months at the army and navy genera! hos- 
pital at Hot Springs, Ark., suffering from 
cirrhosis of the liver. He is the son-in-law 
of Mrs. John A. and was bo in 
Massachusetts on March 1, 164, and appoint- 
ed to the army pay corps in 1882. He has been 
a colonel and an assistant paymaster general 
since April, 1907. 


Col. Tucker’s Domestic Troubles. 

Col. Tucker and his wife, formerly Miss 
Dolly Logan, have lived apart for several 
years. Domestic differences of the pair 
have had a great deal of publicity, and owing 
to the prominence of the families involved 
have aroused considerable interest. Two 
years ago Mra. Tucker requested a court of 
inquiry to examine into the conduct of her 
husband while he was in the Philippines. 
Its verdict resulted in the dismissal of the 
charges. N 

Last summer Mrs. Tucker brought action 
through the war department against Col. 
Tucker. Owing to his illness in Hot Springs, 
a retiring board which was ordered to in- 
vestigate Col. Tucker’s case delayed its de- 
liberations until recently, when he was taken 
before its members at Chicago. The de- 
cision of this board was approved today. 


BULLDOG’S HIDE BULLETPROOF. 


Two Englewood Policemen, After Fir- 
ing Volley, Find Brute Has to 
Be Killed with Club. 


A vicious bulldog created some excitement 
among residents at Sixty-ninth street and 
Parnell avenue and trouble for two police- 
men of the Englewood station yesterday 
afternoon.

Policemen Mahoney and Dannigan ap- 
peared on the scene and emptied the con- 
tents of their revolvers in attempts to kill 
the dog, but failed. A revolver was bor- 
rowed by one of the patrolmen and two 
more shots were fired into the dog, but he 
still lived. Policeman Dunnigan then grasped 
a convenient club and succeeded in dispatch- 
ing the brute.

The astonishing thing is that there are 
not many more crossing accidents, particu- 
larly in the downtown region. People 
daily take chances of losing lifé‘in spite 
of the efforts of the trafffe — Street 
cars in motion, swift automobiles, heavily 
loaded wagons, cannot be brought to & 
standstill immediately. Their momentum 
earties them forward, despite efforts to 
stop them. Those in charge of them 
eften figure in accidents for which they 
are not responsible. 

The regulation of traffic has been sut- 
cessful so far as the motormen and the 
teamsters are concerned. The _ police 
man’s whistle is obeyed with surprising 
cheerfulness, the occasional verbal war- 
fare between the ancient enemies simply 
serving to enliven the dullness of exist- 
ence. The short delays in individual in- 
stances have eontributed greatly to the 
safety of citizens. 

If the pedestrians were as willing to 
wait for the signal of the officer condi- 
tions wonld be near the ideal. But the 
inborn desire to hustle is powerful, and 
many an individual takes the risk of going 
counter to the tide of travel in order to 
save a few seconds of time. It seems all 
right if the crossing is made in safety. 
It is easy for the individual and his 
friends to blame some, one else if the 
hazard proves disastrous. 

The path of safety is that of conform- 
ity to the whistle of the traffic manager 
on the corner. Where there is no cross- 
ing policeman it is that of constant cau- 
tion. To be crushed to death between 
passing cars is an awful fate. But it is 
one which is all the time present along 
with others equally unnerving to behold- 
ers and friends, 


CUBA’S DEBT. 

The general deficiency bill authorizes 
the president to receive from Cuba from 
time to time such amounts on payment 
of the debt it owes the United States “a 
he may consider the Cuban treasury able 
to pay without serious embarrassment.” 
That debt is che, 86, 100,000 which the last 
Cyrban intervention cost this country. It 
was the opinion of the president and con- 
gress that the Cubans ought to foot a 
‘bill for which they were responsible, It 
was believed that the expensiveness of 
revolutions would thus be brought home 
to them. 

As the language of the deficiency bill 
indicates, the United States will aot be au 
importunate creditor. It will await the 
convenience of its debtor, whose finances 
are by no means in good shape. Much 
as the Cubans may wish to wipe out a 
debt which is a: reminder of a great fiasco, 
they have not the cash. All that they 
can command at present is required for 
domestic purposes, 

It may be a long time before the Unit: d 
Sta tes gets ‘Its money, but that will not 
embarrass it. The fact that it is a cred- 
itor will give it a right to claim greater 
influence in Cuban affairs, especially 
financial affairs. If the Ouban govern- 
ment were to contemplate some peculiarly 
extravagant expenditure the American 
government could intimate delicately 
that there was a debt of honor which 
ought to be attended to first—a debt 
which a high spirited people would strain 
every nerve to pay. This indebtedness 
to the United States may serve as a 
wholesome check on Cuban administra- 
tion.

HE French geademy has sustained a 

severe loss through the sudden death 

in his sleep of the old Marquis Costa 

de Beauregard, who, if not one of its 

most brilliant literary lights, was at 
any rate one of its most pieturee que and pop- 
ular figures. He was the head of one of the 
old houses of the aristocracy of Savoy which 
in former times was closely associated with 
the now reigning dynasty of Italy and cele- 
brated in history for its chivalrous loyalty 
to the crown. 

When, however, Savoy became part of 
France the late marquis transferred his alle- 
giance from the kingdom of Piedmont to the 
tricolor, and in the war of 1870 raised a regi- 
ment of mobiles in Savoy, commanded them 


through a portion of the war with so much ; 


gallantry that he was decorated with the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor on the battle- 
field, and, havi been badly wounded at 
the head of his Tegiment at Hericourt, fell 
into the hands of the Germans. On recover- 
ing from his waunds he was detained as a 
prisoner of war until the restoration of peace, 
and when he returned to France found that 
the Savoyards had elected him to represent 
them in the national assembly. 

Politics, however, did not attract the mar- 
quis to any extent. That is to say, he did not 


relish the atmosphere of the Palais Bourbon. 


and accordingly turned his activity to litera- 
ture, devoting himself more especially to 
historical studies. He found a rich mine 
amotig the archives of his own family and 
made his mark by the publication of a work 
entitled “Un Homme d' Autrefols (A man 
of other days), which was, in fact, a biogra- 
pity of his grandfather, the Marquis Joseph

old in whom chivalry, piety, and profound

It is doubtful, however, whether these 
works were of sufficient importance to have 
won for their author a seat in the academy 
some twelve or fifteen years ago. which in 
those days was more exacting in its require- 
ments than it is today, had it not been for a 
circumstance which the marquis as fond of 
relating. There has always been a certain 
royalist element in the acddemy Which used 
formerly to be known as the ducal! party.“ 
Two seats had become vacant, and the re- 
publican faction was exceedingly anxious to 
secure the election of Anatole France. The 
fact, however, that the latter was a divorced 
man stood in his way. 

It was the first time that divorce played 
any role in an election to the academy. But 
the party of the dukes, devout Catholics, did 
not see their way to overcome their religious 
prejudices against. a divorced man until their 
republican colleagues came to them and in- 
formed them that if they would refrain from 
opposition to Anatole France the royalists 
might nominate any one they pleased for the 
other vacant seat without encountering any 
obstacle to his election. According to the 
marquis the royalists did not have a candi- 
date ready, and so on the spur of the moment 
he was chosen, his name put forward with- 
out his knewing much about it, and his elec- 
tion taking place without receiving a single 
adverse vote. 

— 

The marquis, who was a grand old fellow. 
of huge stature, with an immense gray, al- 
most white, mustache, carrying his chin well 
up in the air, was exceedingly set in his opin- 
ions, was a foe to ultra-modernism and its 
ways, objected to the nouveau riche element, 
and was at no trouble to conceal his preju- 
dices. In Parts, although a member of the 
Jockey club, he made his headquarters at the 
infinitely more exclusive Union, where ¢o 
many of the old royalist territorial nobility 
congregate, but was much more happy at his 
ancestral chateau of De La Motte-Servolex. 
near Chambery, in Savoy. Marsied to a 
Mile Quinsenas, he leaves no sons, but two 
married daughters, the princess de Broglie- 
Revel and the comtesse de Laudemont. 

While a royalist, as was only natura! with 
the traditions of his family, he was never- 
theless not a pronounced adversary of the 
republic. He was above everything else a 
Frenchman, and there is one memorable re- 
mark which he made on one occasion which 
deserves to be recailed here, since it serves 
to explain the attitude of many members of 
the old Fren nobility in these modern 
times. 

“We may be monarchists and we may be 
republicans here in Savoy he exclaimed on 
one occasion at a meetihg at Chambery. 

“and we may have our own Opinions about 
the merits of our respective parties. Rut 
before God and before the nation I affirm 
that no matter whether we are republicans 
or monarchists there is one cry which wil! 
unite us all, as in the war of 1870—namely: 
that of Vive la France:!“ 

— 

Some time ago the marquis came fogward 
with a popular and practical scheme to pro- 
vide for the maintenance of the parish clergy 
of France; left destitute by the loss of their 
stipends through the repeal! of the concordat 
between the papacy and the republic. He 
proposed that Catholics should be asked to 
subscribe to a fund for the clergy in the fol- 
lowing proportions: Children, 1 centime— 


that is to say, a fifth of a cent—a month: 


poor people, 1 centime a week; and those 
who are well to do, 1 centime a day, which 
would be less than a dollar a year. This he 
calculated, according to the number of pro- 
fessing Catholics—that is to say, the com- 
municants and their families—would yield 
an annua! income of $10,000,000, exactly the 
amount of the former government stipends 
of the clergy ‘abolished by the separation of 
church and state. 

The marquis was much annoyed during the 
later years of his life by the political activity 
of a Bonapartist politician Who styled him- 
self the comte de Beauregard, and who was 
arrested some years ago by the French gov- 
ernment in connection with & foolish Bona- 
partist conspiracy, The man's real patro- 
nymic was Durand. Having acquired a for- 
tune in business and married a Mlle. de Mora- 
cin, daughter of an extremely impoverished 
noble family, he became imbued with nobil- 
lary aspirations, and obtained in 1884, by 
payment of the customary fees, the title of 

count de Beauregard from the vatican. 

Finding it difficult to make any headway 
among the royalists, he turned his attention 
to the Bonapartists, and has been so active. 
in an indiscreet and useless manner, that he 
has done their cause much mpre harm than 
good, and has been repudiated by Prince 
Victor Napoleon, the Bonapartist pretender. 
Indeed, the prince owes Count Durand de 
Beauregard a bitter grudge. For it was the 
count’s ill timed and futile conspiracy, re- 
sulting in his own arrest and much ridicule 
to the Bonapartist party, that caused King 
Leopold to veto the projected marriage be- 
tween his daughter, Princess Clementine of 
Belgium, and Prince 4 pats Napoleon.

NEW YORKERS HONOR “JEFF” 


Burly Fighter Gets Rousing Re- 
ception at Gotham. 


MAKES HIS USUAL SPEECH. 


„Sound in Wind and Limb, but Unde- 
eided,“ Says Former Champion. 


New York, March 3.—James J. Jeffries, re- 
tired heavyweight champion of the world, 
was accorded a remarkable demonstration 
on his arrival here today. A crowd of nearly 
2,000 people gathered at the Grand Central 
station and wildly cheered the pugilist as he 
elbowed his way to a carriage. Jeffries was 
accompanied by his wife and sparring part- 
ner, Sam Berger. 

Long before the Twentieth Century limited 
train on which Jeffries and his party were 
traveling drew into the station a throng of 
people gathered in Forty-second street, and 
Special police were sent for to rope off the 
station platform. As the big form of the 
pugilist was seen alighting from the train 
the crowd, massed behind the ropes, gave 
forth a loud cheer. The track platform was 
filled with well known sporting men and 
friends of the retired champion, who gave 
Jeffries a hearty welcome as he alighted 
from the train. 


Escorted by Officials. 


Surrounded by his friends and closely fol- 
lowed by his wife, Jeffries pushed 
his way to the station platform, but, 
passage blocked by the 
crowd, which kept up a continuous cheering, he 
was compelled to accept the assistance of the 
stationmasters, who escorted him to the baggage 
room, where it was hoped that he might elude the 
throng through a side door. The crowd, however, 
was not to be denied and fied to Vanderbilt avenue, 
where it quickly surrounded the west side of the 
station and blocked the passageway to the bag 
gage room. Meanwhile a part of the crowd suc- 
ceeded in entering the room, where many persons 
stood on trunks and gave a further noisy welcome 
to the pugilist. The door finally was opened, and 
Jeffries succeeded in getting to a carriage with 
his party and was hurried away, while the crowd 
cheered lustily. 

Jeffries appeared to be in good physical condi- 
tion, notwithstanding the fact he has been four 
years out of the ring. His eyes were clear and 
bright, and he said he believed he could reduce to 
normal fighting weight in time. 

Jeff Speaks His Piece. 


„I have been training lightly for several weeks 
gaid Jeffries, ‘‘and have reduced my weight to 
about 245 pounds. Each day I find that I can bos 
faster than the day before and I am delighted to 
find that my wind is in good shape. I feel first 
rate, but I can’t say definitely whether Iwill again 
enter the ring or not. I have been out of the ring 
four years and that may make it impossible for me 
to attain: strict championship form again.“ 

Another crowd gathered around the office build- 
ing where Jeffries went on his arrival here, and 
the police were called to clear the thoroughfare.

Trade in cash wheat was slower yesterday than 
for some time, the advance in futures and higher 
relative Prices asked by the principal holders l- 
tating against an active business. The general 
situation is unchan red winter still being 
wanted at stiff — cargo of No. 1 northern 
was worked to come io Chicago from Duluth at 
opening of navigation, and negotiations are on for 
more, it is understood. Southwestern markets 
were quiet. Minneapolis reported a moderate de- 
mand for No. 1 northern at 14@2c over the May. 
Winnipeg said late cables were stronger. Corn 
was in slow demand here. with prices %c higher. 
Country offerings were moderate. but interior ad- 
vices said farmers were willing to sell at_eurrent 
prices. Oats were %@icup. Local cash sales were 
45,000 bu wheat, 75,000 bu corn, and 185,000 bu oats. 


‘Country commission houses are understood to be 
long. the bulk of the May and July corn in this 
market, and a peculiar thing about the situation is 
that few commission houses have any large selling 
orders even over the market price, indicating a 
disposition on the part of the holders to hang on 
for a long pull. The extent of the long interest is 
large, and some of the lines already show profits 
of more than 7c a bu. Considerable corn was 
bought on the break to 60c and under several weeks 
ago. Several of the larger shorts came in on their 
ae including Pringle. Hellman, and 

Tpdike. . ‘ 


Bartlett-Patten bought more July wheat than 
they sold yesterday. but were crecited with work- 
ing off qu*te a good deal of May cpenly and through 
commission houses. Logan-Bryan sold about 
300,000 bu May, and there also was good selling of 
May on the advance by O’Leary. Wagner. and 
Shearson- Hamill. Logan and Armour bought 
July early, but sold on the bulge. Barrel! sold 
both July and May. 

Barrell & Co. had a number of reports from Oo 
and from the southwest indicating that the condi- 
tion of winter wheat was excellent. One of the 
largest elevator concerns operating through Mis- 
sourt and Iowa reported that the plant was in 
splendid condition in those states. In the Ohio 


reports stress was laid on the heavy precipitation 
through the winter, which has proved to be the 
salvation cf the crop in many sections. 


Snow's report on farm reserves is expected to be 
out by Saturday at the latest. It will be issued 
a little later than usual this year. It is expected 
it will show a bullish condition relative to farm 
stocks. Private reports so far all suggest the 
government report also will show a low percentage 
of supplies in farm hands. 

Rartlett-Patten were by rar the best buyers of 
oats yesterday, and but for their buying the mar- 
ket would probably have shown less response to 
the strength in other grains. Roberts was a big 
seller on the advance. 

There was a report in the last few minutes of 
trade yesterday that Patten had been advising his 
friends to take profits on wheat: This wes abso- 
lutely denied by Mr. Patten. 

Provisions stocks at the leading western pack- 
ing centers increased about 11,000,000 Ibs, com- 
pared to a gain of 68. 461.000 lbs a year ago and 
47,861,000 lbs two years ago. 

Henry Neill. secretary of the South Dakota 
Millers’ association. estimates that only 6 per cent 
of the wheat in that state remains for sale above 
seed requirements. 

Estimates for today are: Wheat, 47 cars; corn. 
812 cars; oats, 160 cars; rye, 5 cars; barley, 67 
ears; hogs, 31.000. 

Luther 8 Dickey. formerly with 8. C. Love &

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RAILROADS 10 SAVE TIMBER | 


Co-operate in National Movement 
to Conserve Forests. 


CONVENTION TOHEARREPORT 


planting Considered. 


Active codperation of the American rall- 
roads with the national movement to con- 
serve the country’s forests is one of the im- 
portant plans of the American Railway En- 
gineering and Maintenance of Way associa- 
tion, which opens its annual convention in 
the Auditorium March 15. 

Realizing that if the timber supply for ties 
and other purposes are wasted, the roads will 
be compelled to seek other materials at great 
expense, the association has made the tie 
committee one of the most important. A 
subcommittee on forest supplies has formu- 
lated a report advocating the utmost care 
to prevent the waste, and that owners of tim- 
ber land be encouraged to replant forests. 
The committee recommends that chemically 
treated ties be used, and that they be me- 
chanically protected by tie plates. 

It also is proposed to adopt measures to 
bring about a reduction of forest fires and to 
seek legislation that will maké it unneces- 
sary to cut timber to pay taxes. 


Urges Change in Timber Tax. 

The committee adopts the recommendation 
of the national conservation . commission, 
which proposed a separate tax on the land, 
that on the timber to be paid only after it is 
cut. 
It is proposed to establish a statistical bu- 


ties, timber supplies, and waste. 

The committee finds that no reinforced 
concrete tie has been made which is suitable 
for heavy or high speed traffic, but that one 
form of steel tie gives promise. 

A meeting of the passenger officials of the 
western roads was held yesterday to con- 
sider the report of the executive officers that 
the present plan of giving reduced rates for 
special excursions be continued until Nov. 1. 
The consensus of opinion was that after that 
date the roads probably would establish a 
2 cent a mile minimum where that figure has 
been fixed as the maximum by state legisia- 
tures, with the exception of homeseekers’ and 
colonists’ rates.

Done for Men's Clothing 1 


Some years ago a few enterprising 
makers of ready-to-wear clothing 
started a plan which has revolution- 
ized the whole business. 

This is so little understood eve 
now by the general public, and has 
so much to do with our general sub- 
ject of style and styles, that, if you 
please, we'll talk about it a little today. 


These clothiers decided that they had to 
make clothing better—in every. way: puttin 
together, fit, style. So they put artist-tailors o 
the highest grade (one such tailor gets over 
$30,000 a year) in charge of the making. 

These àrtist-tailors started right in, mak- 
ing things as they ougMt to be. Whatever 
style ma Nor may not be, it must be founded 
upon rightness. And so these artist-tailors 
insisted, from the start, on making the clothes 
as they ought to be made—the right kind of 
cloth for the particular suit; good fit—and it 
is wonderful what has been done in this direc- 
tion; the most careful and painstaking carrying 
out of detail—sewing, buttonholes, stitching, 
accessories of every sort—all these must be

And on this basis of soundness comes 
style. And what is that, please? : 

If style were so easy as to put into a few 
words it wouldn't cost $30,000. a year to get 
it. It is lodged in the depths of the brain and 
heart.
